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T his summer marks five 
years until the 2012 
Olympic and 
Paralympic Games - and 
the race is on to make 
Hackney a winner. 

The borough will be at the 
heart of 201 2, with one third 
of the Games area being 
built in Hackney. 

Thousands of the world's 
top athletes will descend on 
us, and all eyes will be on 
Hackney as 20,000 
journalists broadcast news 
of the Games across the 
globe from media centres in 
Hackney Wick. 

201 2 may seem a long 
way off, but work is well 
under way to make sure the 
borough gets its share of the 
billions of pounds of 
investment being poured 
into East London. 

That is why Jules Pipe, 
Mayor of Hackney, today 
launches a manifesto for 
201 2, setting out how the 
Council will strive to ensure 
Hackney gains lasting 
benefits from this once-in-a- 


lifetime opportunity. 

And in this special 
Olympic and Paralympic 
edition of Hackney Today, 
we will look at how the 
Council is doing this. 

Mayor Pipe said: "The 
201 2 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games will be 
great for Britain. As Mayor of 
this host borough, it is my 
job to make sure they're 
great for Hackney too. 

"That is why the Council 
has produced its manifesto 
for 2012, making it very 
clear to the Government, the 
Olympic Delivery Authority 
and the rest of the world 
what we want for our 
residents, businesses and 
environment, and how we 
are working to achieve this." 

The Council is committed 
to helping deliver the best 
Games ever. But its top 
priority is making sure it 
secures the best possible 
long-term benefits for 
residents. 

Top of the list is improved 
public transport, jobs for 


local people, work for 
home-grown businesses and 
a new neighbourhood in 
Hackney Wick. 

New and improved sports 
facilities, a better 
environment, more 
participation in culture and 
arts, and promotion of the 
borough as a destination for 
work, living and investment 
are also significant benefits 
the Council is working to 
achieve. 

The Council has 
campaigned for four years 
to get better public transport 
for Hackney, and the Games 
have given it the 
opportunity to make this 
happen. 

The borough will be 
properly linked to the tube 
network for the first time, 
via the extension of the East 
London Line, and major 
investment in the North 
London Line will bring 
improved trains and 
services. 

After the Games finish,

Kingsmead Primary School 
in Homerton to see for 
herself how a healthy 
breakfast is at the top of the 
curriculum. 

The school has been 
running a breakfast club for 
around three years, which 
serves protein-enriched 
bagels, cereals such as bran 
flakes and fruit juices. 

Ms Armstrong heard the 
club has proved popular 
with pupils, and their 
performance in the 
classroom has improved. 


Head teacher, Louise 
Nichols, said: "Children 
use the club for a variety of 
reasons: hunger, social 
contact or their parents 
have to get to work. 

"Where families are not 
using the service, but their 
children seem not to be 
eating before school in the 
morning, our family 
support worker will suggest 
to the parents or carers that 
they attend. 

"Pupils that do attend see 
their concentration levels 
improve greatly." 

The food is provided by 
social enterprise the Magic 
Breakfast. It started the 
scheme after research 
showed breakfast was the 
only hot meal of the day for 


one in four schoolchildren. 

Ms Armstrong added: "I 
am really pleased to see the 
good work Magic Breakfast 
is doing here with 
Kingsmead Primary School. 

"It is an important 
partnership between a 
school and a social 
enterprise which is making 
a real difference to 
children's health and 
readiness for learning. 

"I congratulate both 
Magic Breakfast and 
Kingsmead primary school 
for this innovative 
programme within 
Hackney and the benefits it 
is bringing this 
community."

Ministry’s misery 


THE Ministry of Sound has 
been fined more than 
£1 3,000 and could face an 
ASBO over fly-posting in 
Hackney. 

The superclub pleaded 
guilty to 22 instances of illegal 
fly-posting in Shoreditch last 
year, when taken to court by 
the Council. 

"If there is a recurrence we 
will seek an ASBO or an 
injunction to prevent this 
happening again," said Colin 
Turner, prosecuting. 

Posters advertising events at 
the South London club were 
attached to lampposts without 
permission in September and 
October, hoping to attract 


Shoreditch revellers. Ministry 
was fined £1 3,200, plus 
£1 ,365 costs by Thames 
Magistrates Court on May 1 8. 

Cl I r Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: "Fly-posting drags 
neighbourhoods down and 
costs councils a fortune to 
remove. The taxpayer is 
effectively subsidising free 
publicity for nightclubs and 
gig promoters, as well as 
putting up with the mess it 
creates on our high streets. 

"This legal action sends a 
very clear message to fly 
posters - Hackney will not 
tolerate this activity."

The BOOST service aims 
to match residents and 
businesses in the five host 
boroughs for the 201 2 
Games - Hackney,

- with work. 

A roadshow promoting the 
scheme came to Hackney 
Town Hall Square on 24 
May, so people could find 
out more. 

Organisers hope BOOST 
will give Hackney residents 
the best possible chance to 
compete for Olympic jobs 
and business contracts. 


It puts people who want to 
work in construction and 
other industries, such as 
retail, catering and 
hospitality, in contact with 
employers.

It has already 
placed 46 local people in 
jobs, and a further 1 9 are 
currently doing specialist 
construction training in areas 
including plant operation, 
forklift truck driving and 
work-place first aid. 

Ibrahim Kotek, 29, from 
Dalston, got a job as a 
document clerk with 
Edmund Nuttall Ltd, on the 
Olympic Park site, through 
BOOST. He said: "My boss is 
training me, so I am getting 


more confident every day. I 
am sure I am going to get 
somewhere. 

"It isn't always easy for 
people from a different 
background and culture to 
get a job, but with the 
Olympics I know there will 
be lots of opportunities for 
everyone whatever their 
background and culture. 

"I would advise people to 
register with BOOST or On- 
Site and try to be a part of 
this. It is amazing what is 
going on here on the site." 

Leo Briggs, also a Hackney 
resident, was offered the 
chance through On-Site, to 
learn new skills that will help 
him compete for jobs. 

He said: "There's no doubt 
about the new chances for 


people like me that the 
Games are bringing. I'm 
training in forklift truck 
driving, manual handling 
and other skills. 

"The experience I'm 
getting would not be 
happening if it was not for 
Hackney being one of the 
places where the Games will 
be in 2012."

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Have a green 
barbecue 
this summer 



Planning a summer of 
barbeques? Over 1 00 million 
are lit in the UK each year. 

But as more over packaged 
convenience food and 
products go on sale for the 
BBQ season, why not put the 
environment first and follow 
our top tips for a greener 
barbecue. 

• Before you go shopping, try 
and work out how many 
people are coming to the 
bash and only buy what you 
need. 

• Make a shopping list, to 
keep you focused on what 
you need, rather than 
buying stuff on impulse that 
will only go to waste. 

• Buy any fruit and vegetables 
loose, and not pre-packed, 
skins are their own natural 
packaging. 

• Also, look out for other 
barbeque goodies with less 
packaging. 

• Limit the number of throw- 
away products you buy, and 


make sure you invest in a 
barbeque you can reuse 
instead of a disposable one. 

• Use your normal cutlery, 
metal knives, forks and china 
plates, instead of disposable 
ones, this will reduce the 
amount of rubbish you throw 
in the bin. 

• If you are having a large 
event, use a glass hire 
service from a supermarket, 
rather than buying plastic 
cups, which end up in the 
waster stream. 

• Alternatively invest in some 
plates and cups suitable for 
picnics, which you can 
reuse again and again. 

• Keep all meat in the fridge 
and take it out as and when 
you need it. Freeze what 
you don't use. 

• Avoid leaving out large 
quantities of salad, fruit, and 
bread as they go off quickly. 

• If any of these foods are left 
over, you can either home 
compost them, or if you live 


in a street level property, 
recycle them in your Blue 
Bin.

In Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland the last 
butts have already been 
stubbed out in pubs, clubs, 
cafes, restaurants and hotels. 

Here we examine how the 
new legislation will affect 
Hackney residents. 

By next month, virtually all 
enclosed public places will 
have to be smoke free by law. 
This includes public 
transport, work vehicles used 
by more than one person and 
communal areas in 
residential premises. 

Also no smoking signs 
must be displayed in all 
affected premises and 
vehicles. 

Staff smoki ng rooms wi 1 1 
be no more, so anyone who 


wants a ciggie will have to go 
outside. 

Managers have a legal 
responsibility to prevent 
people from smoking in their 
premises and face a 
maximum £2,500 fine if they 
fail to do so. 

Penalties for smokers 
caught having a sneaky fag 
range from £50 to a 
maximum fine of £200 if 
convicted by a court. 

Plus managers can get a 
£200 to £1 ,000 fine if they 
don't display no smoking 
signs in their premises. 

Hackney, like all local 
councils, will be responsible 
for enforcing the new law.

1 1 knur Uluc, 24, is a 
non-smoker, who works 
for Avrupa, the Turkish 
weekly newspaper, based 
in Newington Green. 

She said: "I'm very 
happy with the smoking 
ban because at the 
moment I can't go into 
restaurants, pubs and 
clubs because I can't bear 
the smell. 


"I like to go out on 
Saturdays, but the next day 
I find I have a sore throat 
and cough that lasts for 
the rest of the day. 

"My mum smokes 
almost two packs a day 
and I'm doing everything I 
can for her to give up. 
When I'm in the house she 
has to go outside to 
smoke." 

Amanda Moore, 20, is a 
non-smoker and new 
mum. 

She said: "I'm happy 
with the ban because 
when I go into my local 
cafe in Dalston everyone 
is smoking over the food. 

It's healthier for people 
living in Hackney and 


everywhere else. Maybe 
people will be encouraged 
to give up. I used to 
smoke, but I wouldn't 
smoke in front of my 
child."

Non-smokers paradise 



ONE of the big winners 
thanks to the ban are non- 
smokers who work in pubs, 
clubs, cafes and restaurants. 

Currently, second hand 
smoke kills one hospitality 
worker per week - with the 
highest rate of lung cancer in 
any profession. 

Ben Earl, 24, is a part-time 
barman at The Ship in Mare 
Street, central Hackney. He is 
a non-smoker and looking 


forward to the smoking ban. 

He said: "On busy nights in 
the pub, the smoking does 
bother me a lot - it's just not 
good for your health, so I 
think the smoking ban is a 
really good idea for all 
concerned. 

"In terms of my job, it will 
be good for all of the staff. I 
also think it will be a good 
thing for trade. 

"If someone really wants to 
smoke they can go outside. If 
anything, I think the ban will 
encourage more people to 
come to the pub, people that 
wouldn't normally because it 
they think it's too smoky, so it 
will broaden the range the 
clientele and make the pub 
more family friendly." 


Rising to the challenge 





David Geraghty, is the 
licensee of the Royal 
Sovereign on Northwold 
Road, Clapton, he describes 
his pub as a traditional 
'boozer' and estimates 
around 30 to 40 per cent of 
his clientele are smokers. 

While he welcomes the 
ban, David is concerned 
about what impact it might 
aveon his business. 


He said: "As a non-smoker 
I'm actually in favour of it, 
but I'm not looking forward 
to enforcing it and having to 
tell my regulars they can't 
smoke anymore. But the 
£2,500 fine is a good 
incentive." 

He is going to try and 
make the most of it however, 
and take advantage of the 
fact that his pub has outdoor 
space where people can 
smoke. 

He said: "The weather is 
not guaranteed, so we will 
have to gear up for it, by 
investing in awnings and 
outdoor heaters. I think it 
will be a good thing 
generally, but not necessarily 
for the pub trade." 


Support for business 



Council staff have been 
working hard in the lead up 
to 1 July to ensure Hackney's 
1 0,000 plus businesses are 
aware of the ban. 

Officers have been visiting 
premises throughout the 
borough to explain the law, 
hand out No Smoking signs 
and answer any questions. 

A SmokeFree Hackney 
leaflet outlining the legal 
obligations for business 
owners has also been 


distributed borough wide 
and translated into Turkish, 
Vietnamese, Bengali, Urdu, 
French, Somali and Chinese. 

Ali Dirik, owner of Mangal 
II restaurant, Stoke 
Newington Road, said: "An 
officer has paid us a visit and 
informed us of what the 
Council is doing, and also 
what we can do to prepare 
for 1 July, and it was very 
useful. 

"The officer also told us 
about what things we can do 
if someone attempts to 
smoke inside the restaurant. 

"It's very good to give up 
smoking -I myself would 
like to give up, and I'm not 
going to smoke any more 
after the 1 July ban."

7 - Get some support from family and friends 


8 - Think of how much money you can save 

9 - Choose a stop smoking product to help you quit - but 

one that suits you, eg a patch or gum 

1 0 - Congratulate yourself for every day you don't smoke

Better public transport 


Better public transport has long been a top 
priority for Hackney and Mayor Jules Pipe 
has led a campaign to ensure the 201 2 
Games give the borough an opportunity 
to secure this. 

Hackney will have its first tube 
connection by 201 0, via the 
extension of the East London 
Line. This means new 
stations at Dalston, 

Haggerston, Hoxton 
and Shoreditch, 
linking to Highbury 
& Islington by 201 1 . 

The Council 
has also worked 
to secure major 
improvements to the 
North London Line, with a 
£200million investment in 
bigger trains and more frequent 
services by 2010. New trains will also have 
dedicated wheelchair bays. 

This will form part of the new London 
Overground creating an orbital route around 
the capital - linking the lines from Barking in 
the east, to West Croydon in the south, 
Richmond in the west and Watford Junction 
in the north. 

This will make it easier to get to central 
London and beyond, and bring more 
visitors, businesses and investment into 
the borough. 

We are also working with the Olympic 
and Paralympic organisations to secure 
the best pedestrian and cycle routes as 
part of the Games legacy, so residents 
are well connected to new parks and 
sports facilities.

Pretty much any aspect of 
life in the borough can be 
looked into, ranging from 
crime and employment to 
green spaces and 
management of Council 
property. 

The Chairs and Vice Chairs 
of the various Commissions 
make up the Overview and 
Scrutiny Board, which is 
chaired by Cl Ir Eric 
Ollerenshaw. Its job is to co- 
ordinate the work of the 
Commissions.

"I've been involved with 
Overview and Scrutiny in 
Hackney since it was 
introduced in 2001 - with the 
rest of the organisation we 
have been part of a long 
journey of improvement," Cllr 
Ollerenshaw said. 

"Working with colleagues 
from all the political parties is 
not always without tensions, 
but i n the end we al I want to 
use scrutiny to secure genuine 
improvements in the quality 
of life for the people of 
Hackney. 

"Overview and Scrutiny 
offers a real opportunity for 
councillors who don't have a 
Cabinet role to influence new 
policies and services and 
challenge performance. 

"We try particularly to look 
at issues that we know are 
important to local people and 
are raised by local people." 

It's not only councillors 
who make up the 
Commissions however. 


Hackney resident Clarissa 
Rocke-Caton has been a co- 
opted member of the Health 
in Hackney Scrutiny 
Commission since last 
December. 

"I'd attended commission 
meetings previously, as 
they're open to everyone, but 
wanted to put my 36 years of 
experience in the health 
service to good use by 
working alongside 
councillors to ask questions of 
Hackney healthcare providers 
and make recommendations 
for improvement," she said. 

Over the past year, the 
Commissions have been 
finding out at first hand what 
residents are concerned 
about. 

Members have held events 
like the Health In Hackney 
conference in March, which 
proved to be a great source of 
information and is set to be 
repeated next Spring. 

They have also visited the 


New Kingshold Estate to 
speak to residents about their 
experience of living on an 
estate with several different 
social landlords, and quizzed 
parents using the Hackney 


Playbus about advice 
services. 

They have also sought 
feedback through the Council 
website. 


In January, residents were consulted through 
Hackney Today and the Council’s website about 
which issues they want to see reviewed by the 
Scrutiny Commissions in the coming year. 

The top priorities were: 

• crime, and how to prevent it (61 per cent) 

• regeneration (43 per cent) 

• affordable decent housing and Council housing 
(40 per cent) 

Other issues to be looked at by the Commissions include: 

• youth crime 

• mental health and patient dignity 

• how Team Hackney operates 

• planning of the town centres for Dalston, Hackney 
Central and Hackney Wick 

• the effect of the borough's licensing policy

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Iron Ladies - A centenary of 
women in local government 

THIS year marks the centenary of the passing of the 1 907 
Qualification of Women Act, which entitled women 
(ratepayers) to be elected to borough and county councils. 

Women have always played an influential role in Hackney 
local politics since they were first able to vote and stand in 
elections. 

Florence May Ashdown was the first woman councillor 
elected in Hackney on 1 3 June, 1 91 8. 

Even before this however, Nettie Adler, was elected to the 
London County Council in 1910. She was the daughter of the 
Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregations of the 
British Empire and stood as a Progressive Party candidate. 

She ended up representing central Hackney on the London 
County Council for over 1 5 years. 

At the other end of the political spectrum, Lois Sturt, stood 
as a Municipal Reform Party candidate (a local party allied to 
the parliamentary Conservative Party) to represent the 
Shoreditch division of the London County Council in 1 928. 

Sturt, who later became Lady Tredegar, was an actress and 
daughter of the 2nd Baron Alington, a large landowner in 
Hoxton. 

Hackney Archives is currently hosting an exhibition to 
highlight the achievements of Hackney women in local 
government. It highlights the different issues that were used to 
appeal to women voters and the ways in which different

Health advice

EARLY detection of bowel cancer is important if we want to 
increase survival rates for this, the second most common cause 
of cancer deaths in the UK. 

Screening could cut deaths by about 1 6 per cent, as early 
detection means treatment is more likely to be effective, and a 
national NHS Bowel Cancer Screening Programme has now 
been launched. The first stage began in March, and it is hoped 
that over the next three years, screening will expand to cover 
all of north east London. Homerton hospital is only the second 
site in that area to currently offer this service. 

The NHS has started sending out invitations to participate in 
the programme to people living in the City, Hackney and 
Newham. Men and women, aged between 60 and 69, who are 
registered with a GP in those areas, are being asked to take part 
over the next two years. 

A leaflet will be sent to everyone with their invitation, to help 
them decide whether or not to participate. If they do take part, 
people will be sent a free, easy to use, test kit to complete in the 
privacy of their own home. 

Instructions will be sent out with the kit and support is 
available from a Freephone helpline. The test itself involves 
collecting a small sample from three separate bowel motions 
and returning the kit to a laboratory for analysis. The lab detects 
tiny traces of blood that may be invisible to the naked eye. The 
test does not diagnose bowel cancer, but gives an indication if 
further investigations are required. 

Many people are embarrassed to talk about their bowels. This 
programme means they can now access screening in the 
privacy of their own homes. I strongly encourage everyone 
offered the opportunity to participate in the programme to do 
so. People aged 70 and over can also take part if they call to 
register.

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Main line attraction 

Passengers using London 
Fields station are booming, 
according to the latest figures. 
A survey found there had 
been nearly a 50 per cent rise 
in the number of people using 
the station in the past year. 
Major timetable changes 1 8 
months ago now give London 
Fields a full seven-day-a-week 
service. 

This includes four trains an 
hour, Mon to Sat, and up to 
six trains during rush-hour.

A new service has been 
launched to link residential 
areas and estates to shopping 
centres, leisure facilities, 
health centres and major 
transport links both within 
and just outside Hackney.

The 81 6, which started 
running on 4 June, operates 
hourly on weekdays between 
9am and 4pm and is a hail 
and ride service. 

North London line latest 

Weekday trains have stopped 
using Stratford station's high- 
level platform 1 1 during peak 
times. 

The move comes after 
passengers said it was 
confusing and inconvenient, 
while train operators found it 
resulted in near-empty trains 
followed by overloaded ones. 
All Silverlink trains now use 
low-level platforms 1 and 2 at 
Stratford, after recent 
timetable adjustments.

He said: "We encourage 
walking as our school 
entrance can get very 
congested with traffic. The 
kids like our walking schemes 
and we want to start 
supporting cycling as another 
healthy and cleaner way to 
travel to school." 

The most recent figures 
show only 49 per cent of 
primary school pupils 
currently walk to school. 
Andrew Fielding, National 


Walk to School campaign co- 
ordinator, added: "It isn't just 
good for the environment, it's 
great for you too - walking for 
those 30 minutes a day means 
real quality time together, and 
the average walk there and 
back will burn more calories 
than the school's PE quota. 

"Give it a go and see how 
you find it - we doubt you'll 
want to go back to the traffic 
jams afterwards." 

He added that contrary to 
what some might believe, 


being cocooned in a car 
offers no protection from 
local pollution - in fact 
pollutants found inside the 
car are around three times 
higher than those 
experienced by pedestrians.

Big cash boost for cycling in Hackney 


RESIDENTS are set to 
benefit from a £954,000 
boost in funding for cycling 
in Hackney this year. 

The cash will make 
getting around by bike 
easier, safer and more 
comfortable for those 
living, working and visiting 
the borough. 

The investment is part of 
funding awarded by 
Transport for London (TfL) 
to Hackney Council for 


local transport schemes. 

The £954,000 award 
includes money to improve 
the borough's network of 
cycle lanes and other 
schemes to provide better 
access for cyclists, cycle 
training and cycle parking 
facilities. Spending will be 
broken down into: 

• £741 ,000 - to upgrade 
cycle routes in the borough 
that are part of the London 
Cycle Network Plus 


• £7,000 - for new and 
better access schemes for 
cyclists, for example, 
Toucan Crossings 

• £1 88,000 - for training 
on how to be safe and 
confident when cycling 

• £1 8,000 - improved 
parking facilities within the 
borough for cycles 

Nick Morris, Director of 
Road Network Performance 
for TfL, said: "More and 
more people are cycling in 


the capital and this funding 
will bring real 
improvements to make 
cycling easier, safer and 
more comfortable for 
people in Hackney. 

"We also hope this will 
encourage more people to 
take to their bikes as a great 
way to travel around 
London." 

The funding is part of a 
TfL £1 Obi I lion investment 
programme.
